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Hamilton Gets First 
Guided-Missile Jet 


A jet plane equipped to lire guided mis­ 
siles has just been received at Hamilton Air 
Force Base and is the first of its type to be 
based locally, base officials announced today. 
The craft is the F-89H Scorpion all- 
weather fighter-interceptor manufactured by 
Northrop Aircraft Co. 
The plane has not been put into general 
use pending delivery in sufficient numbers 
to equip a complete unit. 
The F-89H is substantially the same craft 
as the F-89D now flown by Hamilton’s 84th 
Fighter Interceptor Squadron. 
It has this 
difference: 


Where the F-89D’s rockets were aimed 
and fired, a device on the F-89H, called the 
“Falcon,” fires and electronically guides the 
rocket to its target. This new implement of 
war is called an air-to-air guided missile, and 
was developed by Hughes Aircraft Corp. 


Two crewmen will be required to man 
the firing control system that launches the 
guided missile. 


The F-89H carries ordinary rockets in ad­ 
dition to the Falcon. It is also equipped with 
a new fire-control svstem.

In First Conclave 


About 125 adults and teen­ 
agers conducted the YMCA of 
Marin’s first annual planning 
conference yesterday at San 
Francisco Theological Semin­ 
ary, and emerged with several 
findings—principally a conclu­ 
sion that immediate action is 
needed to plan for and finance 
a new building to house the 
group’s administration and ac­ 
tivities. 
Afternoon sessions of the con­ 
ference were devoted to workshop 
discussions on three topics: pro­ 
gram, 
leadership 
and 
finance. 
Teenage participants took active 
parts in the discussions. The fi­ 
nance workshop made the finding 
that a new building is needed, 
and went further to give the 
YMCA’s board of managers strong 
recommendations 
that 
commit­ 
tees be set up promptly to locate 
a site and start raising money for 
the project. 


SESSION FINDINGS 
Findings of the program session 
centered around Importance of 
interclub activities and value of 
summer programs. 
The leadership session discussed 
the serious problem of obtaining 
and keeping qualified group ad­ 
visers. Of special importance, the 
workshop found, is continuity of 
advisers’ services, as it was found 
that the best “Y” groups consist­ 
ently are those which retain the 
same adviser rather than have a 
series of leaders. 
Dr. John Siemens, chairman of 
the board of managers, YMCA of 
Marin, summarized findings of the 
vsorkshop sessions for the benefit 
of all participants, and Roy Sor­ 
enson, executive secretary of the 
San Francisco “Y,” gave an inter­ 
pretation of the findings.

Firm Eyes Richardson Shore 
For Residential Development 


More than a month of specula­ 
tion on a 700-acre Tiburon water­ 
front development ended today as 
the international Utah Construc­ 
tion Co. announced it had taken 
an option on Richardson Bay tide- 
lancis to explore “the feasibility 
of developing there a handsome 
new marine-type residential area.” 
The announcement came in a 
statement from Joseph Allen, rep­ 
resentative in the firm’s head­ 
quarters in San Francisco. Terms 
of the option, taken out with Reed- 
port Properties Inc. (headed by 
J. Benton Bostick of Tiburon), 
were not disclosed, though 
the 
Utah firm said arrangements have 


been made for sufficient time to 
allow an engineering survey and 
to determine the economic feas­ 
ibility of the project. 
The land—all but 50 acres of 
which is submerged tidelands—is 
located on the west shore of the 
Tiburon Peninsula between Straw­ 
berry Point and Belvedere. 
"Any development 
that 
Utah 
might undertake,” Allen said, “in 
the Tiburon area now under study, 
would in no way hinder flood con­ 
trol plans that have been suggest­ 
ed by various public groups for 
other parts of Richardson Bay. It 
also, we feel sure, would be con­ 
sistent with any recommendations 


the state Division of Parks 
and 
Beaches might make 
for Marin 
County in the future.” 
Allen called the Marin shoreline 
“an unmatched natural asset to 
all the people of the county—and 
the state.

Controversy over holding of the 
Marin County Tuberculosis Assn’s. 
annual dinner meeting at a non­ 
union restaurant broadened today 
as the association, through its di­ 
rectors, made a statement in seply 
to criticism by a local union of­ 
ficial, and two county labor lead­ 
ers issued a joint statement to 
clarify labor’s 
position 
in 
the 
matter. 
On Saturday, Mrs. Elsie Jensen, 
secretary of the Marin local of 
the bartenders and culinary work­ 
ers union, severely criticized the 
TB Association for holding its 
meeting Thursday night at "one 
of the two non-union resturants 
in the county” (the Buon Gusto 
in Fairfax), and threatened to stop 
all contributions from the union’s 
funds to the association or allied 
groups. 
WILLIAMS’ STATEMENT 
Today, Arleigh Williams, im­ 
mediate past president of the TB 
Assn., issued the following state­ 
ment, authorized by the group’s 
directors: 
“The Marin County Tuberculosis 
Assn. regrets that a controversy 
has developed with a segment of 
organized labor because of the lo­ 
cation of the association’s annual 
dinner meeting. 
"However, the association wishes 
to inform the people of Marin 
County that this problem was dis­ 
cussed thoroughly with Mr. Nick 
Frye of the Marin Central Labor 
Council immediately after notifi­ 
cation by Mrs. Elsie Jensen, sec­ 
retary of the Marin local of the 
bartenders and culinary workers 
union, that a non-union restaurant 
had been selected. At that time, 
it was my understanding that the 
TB Association was assured that 
it could

nounced plans of its annual meet­ 
ing without fear of having to 
violate picket lines. 
‘GOOD FAITH’ 
“The association acted in good 
faith 
with

Labor Council and it will continue 
to work cooperatively with the 
people and organizations of Marin 
County in its efforts to aid their 
general health and welfare." 
George Scott, president of the 
Marin Building Trades Council 
and a director of the TB Associ­ 
ation, said today that, despite the 
controversy which has arisen be­ 
tween the union and the TB as­ 
sociation, he will continue to serve 
as a director of ths association.

The other Is Dr. Rafael Dufficy, 
county physician, who filed for the 
water district post but withdrew 
his name. He said he thought he 
could legaHy withdraw within one 
week of filing. 
But Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich 
ruled that the law prohibits with 
drawing of names after they are 
filed for the primaries. Therefore, 
both Dr. Dufflcy’s and Miller’s 
names will appear on the ballot in 
June. 
Said Dr. Dufficy: “This new 
ruling does not alter my position. 
I meant what I said when I with 
drew my name from the race, 
said then, and I repeat it, that 
I find I cannot give the necessary 
time now to the post without im 
pairing the demands of my medical 
practice. I will not campaign even 
though, because of a technicality 
of the law, my name will appear 
on the ballot.”

1. Price supports of whçat, corn, 
cotton, rice and peanuts will be 
set by Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra T. Benson at a level of 82% 
per cent of parity. This meant that 
the Administration will guarantee 
a national price average of wheat 
at $2 a bushel, com at $1.50 a 
bushel, and rice at $4.50 per 100 
pounds. 
2. The support price of milk will 
be 
increased to $3.25 per 100 
pounds and the support of butter 
will be increased to 68.6 cent* a 
pound. 
S. The Agriculture Department 
promised, “Where assistance will 
be constructive, to strengthen the 
prices of perishable farm com­ 
modities. 
4. The request requested Con­ 
gress to pass a “straight soil bank 
bill as promptly as possible . . . 
bfore fall seeding lor next year’a 
cropa.” 


FARM WELFARE 
“This combined program of Ad­ 
ministrative action and legislative 
enactment will begin now to im­ 
prove the income and welfare of 
all our farm families,” the Preei- 
dent said to the House. 
“Here is a challenge for both 
the 
Legislative 
and 
Executive 
branches of the Federal Govern­ 
ment." 
His veto message was sent to 
the House because that is where 
the bill originated last year.

Hamilton Gets First 
Guided-Missile Jet 
A jet plane equipped to fire guided mis­ 
siles has just been received at Hamilton Air 
Force Base and is the first of its type to be 
based locally, base officials announced today. 
The craft is the F-89H Scorpion all- 
weather fighter-interceptor manufactured by 
Northrop Aircraft Co. 
The plane has not been put into general 
use pending delivery in sufficient numbers 
to equip a complete unit. 
The F-89H is substantially the same craft 
as the F-89D now flown by Hamilton’s 84th 
Fighter Interceptor Squadron. It has this 
difference: 


Where the F-89D’s rockets were aimed 
and fired, a device on the F-89H, called the 
“Falcon,” fires and electronically guides the 
rocket to its target. This new implement of 
war is called an air-to-air guided missile, and 
was developed by Hughes Aircraft Corp. 
Two crewmen will be required to man 
the firing control system that launches the 
guided missile. 
The F-89H carries ordinary rockets in ad­ 
dition to the Falcon. It is also equipped with 
a new fire-control svstem.

“But we’ve 
mech.ani.zed a lot and this frees 
more of our men to concentrate 
on checking returns.”

In First Conclave 


About 125 adults and teen­ 
agers conducted the YMCA of 
Marin’s first annual planning 
conference yesterday at San 
Francisco Theological .Semin­ 
ary, and emerged with several 
findings—principally a conclu­ 
sion that immediate action is 
needed to plan for and finance 
a new building to house the 
group’s administration and. ac­ 
tivities.

'The leadership session discussed 
the serious problem of obtaining 
and keeping qualified group ad­ 
visers. Of special importance, the 
workshop found, is continuity of 
advisers’ services, as it was found 
that the best "Y” groups consist­ 
ently are those which retain the 
same adviser rather than have a 
series of leaders. 
Dr. John Siemens, chairman of 
the board of managers, YMCA of 
Marin, summarized, findings of the j 
'workshop sessions for the "benefit 
of all participants, and Roy Sor­ 
enson, executive secretary of the 
San Francisco “Y,” gave an inter­ 
pretation of the findings. 
NEED 'MATURING* 
Sorenson said the workshop 
conclusions showed e x c e l l e n t 
thinking toward planning for the 
Marin YMCA, but indicated that 
the recommendations need “fur­ 
ther maturing."

Firm Eyes Richardson Shore 
For Residential Development 


More than a month of specula­ 
tion on a 700-acre Tiburón water­ 
front development ended today as 
the international Utah Construc­ 
tion Co. announced It had taken 
an option on Richardson Bay tlde- 
lands to explore “the feasibility 
of developing there a handsome 
new marine-type residential area.” 
The announcement came in a 
statement from Joseph Allen,, rep­ 
resentative in toe firm.’» head­ 
quarters in San Francisco. Terms 
of the option, taken out with Reed- 
port Properties Inc. (headed by 
J. Benton Bostick of Tiburón), 
were not disclosed, though the 
Utah firm said arrangements have 


been made for sufficient time to 
allow an engineering survey and 
to determine the economic feas­ 
ibility of the project. 
The land—all but 50 acres of 
which is submerged tidelands—Is 
located on the west shore of the 
Tiburón Peninsula between Straw­ 
berry Point and Belvedere. 
"Any development that Utah 
might undertake," Allen said, “in 
the Tiburón area now under study, 
would in no way hinder flood con­ 
trol plans that have been suggest­ 
ed by various public groups for 
other parts of Richardson Bay. It 
also, we feel sure, would be con­ 
sistent with any recommendations

Allen called the Marin shoreline

ers issued a joint statement to 
clarify labor’s position in the 
matter. 
On Saturday, Mrs. Elsie Jensen, 
secretary of the Marin local of 
the bartenders and. culinary work­ 
ers union, severely criticized the 
TB Association for holding its 
meeting Thursday night at “one 
of the two non-union resturants 
in the county" (the Buon Gusto 
in Fairfax), and threatened to stop 
all contributions from, the union’s 
funds to the association or allied 
groups. 
WILLIAMS’ STATEMENT 
Today, Arleigh Williams, im­ 
mediate past president of the TB 
Assn., Issued the following state­ 
ment, authorized by the group's 
directors: 
“The Marin County Tuberculosis 
Assn. regrets that a controversy 
has developed with a segment of 
organized labor because of the lo­ 
cation of the association’s annual 
dinner meeting. 
“However, the association wishes 
to inform the people cf Marin 
County that this problem was dls- 
cussed thoroughly with Mr. Nick 
Frye of the Marin Central Labor 
Council Immediately after notifi­ 
cation by Mrs. Elsie Jensen, sec­ 
retary of the Marin local of the 
bartenders and culinary workers 
union, that a non-union restaurant 
had been selected. At that time, 
it was my understanding that the 
'TB Association waa assured 'that 
it could proceed with the an­ 
nounced plans of its annual meet­ 
ing without fear of having to 
violate picket lines. 
•GOOD FAITH’ 
“The association acted in good 
faith with the Marin. Central 
Labor Council and it will continue 
to work cooperatively with the 
people and organizations of Marin 
County in Its efforts to aid their 
general health and welfare." 
George Scott, president of the 
Marin Building 'Trades Council 
and a director of the TB Associ­ 
ation, said today that, despite the 
controversy which has arisen be­ 
tween the union and the TB as­ 
sociation, he will continue to serve 
¡as a director of the association. 


Scott said that, for the first 'time 
in several years he missed a meet­ 
ing of the directors, and regretted 
that it happened to be the meet­ 
ing at which the decision regard­ 
ing the restaurant was made,

Scott Joined with Nick Frye, 
secretary of the labor council, In 
issuing the following statement on 
the matter:

Recommendations to retain the 
one-way system came from the 
city planning' commission and the 
traffic advisdry committee. The 
traffic committee presented a 
nine-page report, including results 
of a postcard survey in the busi­ 
ness area which shows that about 
60 per cent of those polled favor 
the one-may system, and about 38 
per cent are opposed. 
The one-way system has been 
in operation for two months, Feb­ 
ruary and March. A comparison 
of total accidents in those two 
months with the same months In 
past years shows:

Both February and March of 
this year show a slight Increase 
in accidents over 1955, but this is 
believed to be no more than a nor­ 
mal increase, the traffic advisory 
committee said. On the streets 
designated as one-way, accidents 
increased 82 per cent in. February 
and 33 per cent in March this 
year over the c o r r e s p o n d i n g 
months of 1955. 
This is caused by increased use 
of the streets and by unfamiliar­ 
ity 'with the new system, the 'traf­ 
fic committee said. The 'March 
record indicates a reduction in 
accidents as the system became 
familiar.

The Naval Net Depot at Tiburon 
is slated to get a sewage disposal 
plant.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Insurance Companies Fail 
To Meet Public Obligation 


Insurance companies already had been of­ 
fering' “deductible ' medical and hospital 
insurance for “catastrophic” diseases and ac­ 
cidents of the type we cited a need for in this 
space one day last week. 
AFTER our editorial, we were deluged 
bv on-rushing insurance salesmen. Some 
barged right into our office (interrupting our 
editorial concentration) without so much as 


a “bv vour leave." 
Others telephoned us 
early and late, including calls that inter­ 
rupted our dinner at night at home. 


There was one exception—God bless him — 
who just sent us a note offering to supply a 
rate quotation. 
Nearly all the rest got around to the words, 
“I think I have the coverage you are looking 


for.” 
We got out our editorial and re-read it. 
Just as we remembered; we did N O T say 
we were looking for any insurance to buy. 


Out of it all emerged, one distressing 
conclusion: 


The insurance companies and their 
agents have failed grievously in one obli- 
gation to the public they profess to 
serve. 
They have pretty thoroughly 
failed to let the public know what serv- 


ice thry are prepared to render. 


“But this kind of insurance is brand new. 
It hasn’t been over six months since it was 
first introduced,” protested one salesman. 
Phooey, said we, you can say (the tam e 
about 1956 model autom obiles produced by 
an industry that doesn't ordinarily claim any 
particular professional obligation toward the 
general public. Those 1956 model autom o­ 
biles are brand new. 
It hasn’t been over 
six m onths since they were introduced. But 
the auto industry has not kept it a secret 
that new and improved models were intro­ 
duced. 


.4s a matter of fact, the California 
Medical Association did a very credit­ 
able job of letting the public know 
when California Physicians Service hos­ 
pital and medical insurance was first 
introduced about a decade ago. 


W hat does all this add up to? 
As we see it, just this: 
T he 
insurance 
companies 
and 
their 
agents ought to “get next to themselves” and 
take the necessary steps towrard fulfillm ent 
of their obligation to let the public know 
how they are prepared to meet the public’s 
needs. 


Professionalism By Association 


T he Amateur Athletic U nion needs a 
thorough going overhaul of its silly rules. 
N othing has brought this out more clear­ 
ly than the recent barring of several college 
basketball players from the East-West All- 
Star game in New York because they had 
openly expressed their intentions of becom­ 
ing professionals. They hadn’t signed con­ 
tracts; they had received no money. 
But 
their “intent” made them professionals un­ 
der AAU regulations.

Just how assinine can rules be?

It's Easy Living That's Ruined 


Modern Boxers, Ring Vet Believes 


NEW YORK (Jf)—“I don’t live 
in the past—I guard against it," 
said Thomas Loughran. 
“I know too many guys who 
got to living in the past, and 
ruined their lives by doing it. I 
never kept a scrapbook. 
Loughran, a handsome, middle- 
aged Wall Street sugar broker, 
does have quite a past to recall, 
however, and 
he 
prefers the 
sweet memories. 


AT THE AGE of 17, Tommy, 
one of seven children of a Phil- 
adeplphia motorman, laced on a 
pair of boxing gloves in earnest. 
In the next 18 years he fought 
his own estimate of 227 bouts and 
earned “well-more than a mil­ 
lion dollars.’’ 
He fought in three classes, mid­ 
dleweight to heavyweight, won 
and resigned undefated the light 
heavyweight title. 
He fought 23 men who were, 
became or had been world cham ­ 
pions. The ring records show he 
was shaded 23 times, knocked 
out only twice. 


HE WAS FOR years the in­ 
comparable “Philadelphia Adon­ 
is,” one of the true boxers of his­ 
tory, famous for his left jab. 
Tommy began as a pretty good 
right-handed slugger and had an 


earfy string of knockouts. 
Then some thing happened to 
his right hand. 
“They say I broke it, but I 
really didn’t,” he recalled. “The 
covering of the knuckles just got 
so inflamed th a t when I hit 
some one I could hardly keep 
from screaming. 
“I went to work building up 
the muscles of my left. Took a 
year. I worked until I could hold 
a 10-ounce dumbbell in my left 
a t arm ’s length for half an hour 
—yes, only 10 ounces, but try it 
sometime—then go on and Jab 
the bag a thousand times.” 


TOMMY, who a t 53 keeps his 
weight to a trim 193 pounds by 
working out five times a week 
and eating only two meals a day, 
looked down a t the two shirred 
eggs on his luncheon plate and 
said: 
“Any fighter could do w hat I 
did. But they don’t train as they 
did in the old days. Life has be> 
some too comfortable. W hat has 
ruined more fighters than any­ 
thing? It’s the prizprose p a th - 
taking the easy way." 
Currently, sugar broker Lough­ 
ran is earning some pleasant ex­ 
tra sugar by helping publicize a 
Columbia picture, “The Harder 
They Pall.’’ 


SOME SCRIBES have express­ 
ed fear th a t the film, which 
shows how a racketeering gamb­ 
ler built a mild seven-foot Soufh 
American G iant into a heavy­ 
weight championship contender 
in a series of fixed fights, might 
kill boxing. 
Loughran, who was outpawed 
himself by an amiable Alp named 
Primo C am era when the Alp 
held the big title, said: 
“T hat is nonsense There is no 
more dishonesty in boxing than 
there is in any other profession. 
Boxing is no worse now th an it 
was in the old days. There’s an 
element of badness in everything. 
If th at would kill boxing, it would 
have killed it long ago. 
“I was approached dozens of 
times to throw a m atch, but my 
manager, the late Joe Smith, 
would never consider a thing like 
th at—and th a t’s all there was to 
it."

TOMMY DOES feel the boxing 
industry suffers now from poor 
promotion, too much dependence 
on TV and monopoly moves by 
fight managers. He recognizes 
th at young fighters are pushed 
ahead and outm atched to make 
a m anager or a prom oter a quick 
buck, but says th a t happened 
often in his time, too. 
“It takes a t least two years of 
actual fighting—35 to 40 fights— 
for a m an to move into the 
championship contending class,” 
he said. “By then h e’ll be boxing 
about as well as h e’s able to.” 
Loughran, who says he always 
gets more personal pleasure out 
of “frustrating an opponent" than 
belting him, divides the field into 
fighters,, boxers 
and 
fighter- 
boxers. 


HE RATES Jack Dempsey as 
the greatest fighter in his life­ 
time (he never fought him ), Mike 
Gibbons as the greatest boxer, 
and H arry Greb 
and 
Mickey 
W alker as the finest combina­ 
tion box-and-sock artists. 
“But Rocky M arciano is the 
only fighter I ever saw who could 
take you out w ith one punch 
from either hand," 
he added. 
“Dempsey 
or 
Joe 
Louis—both 
great punchers—needed several 
blows to finish a fellow off.” 
Tommy himself rem ains a hard 
man to tag with a glove or a 
phrase. He is pleasantly cau­ 
tious, quietly religious. 


“Z always lived a conservative 
life,” he said. “ I never drank or 
smoked, or got married. I al­ 
ways, even as a young felliw, 
feared the possessiveness of wom­ 
en. But I think m arriage is a 
beautiful 
thing—for the other 
ruy."

W A S H I N G T6N (£’'—Right 
now—when a lot of people seem 
puzzled about 
the 
Russians — 
you may want to paste a few of 
N. Khrushchev’s phrases in your 
hat for future reference. 
A* a result of the Russians’ 
new, soft line and their down­ 
grading of Stalin, this has be­ 
come 
one 
of 
the 
overworked 
questions of the day: Are the 
Russians changing? I t’s a way 
of saying: are they reforming? 


Yet Nikita Khrushchev, the 
Communist party boss, in his 
speech to 
the 
party’s 
20th 
Congress in February made it 
plain 
the 
basic 
Communist 
doctrine hasn’t changed: they 
intend to take over the world. 


K hrushchev’s expressed inten­ 
tions may have been overlooked 
in the 
bewilderment over the 
treatm ent now given Stalin or 
because he surrounded his state­ 
m ent of doctrine w ith thousands 
of words about peace, trade, and 
disarmam ent. 


WHAT HE SAID is no sur­ 
prise in the hydrogen age when 
a war m ight wipe out both the 
United State» and Russia. He 
said, in effect, there are lots of 
ways to skin a cat and making 
war doesn't have to be one of 
them . 
, 
He didn’t change doctrine, just 
tactics 
and 
policies. 
He 
said 
Communists everywhere should 
try to take over where they can 
by legal means: by getting into 
national legislatures or parlia­ 
ments. 
B ut in countries which/ can’t 
be taken th a t way, he said, revo­ 
lution 
may 
be 
necessary. 
In 
showing he has not abandoned 
the idea of conquest by violence, 
when peaceful m eans can’t be 
used, he said: 
“The winning of a stable p ar­ 
liam entary m ajority . . . would 
bring a b o u t. . . conditions insur­ 
ing the im plem entation of funda­ 
m ental social transform ations. 
“. . . In countries where capi­ 
talism is still strong and where 
it controls an enormous m ilitary 
and police m achine, the serious 
resistance 
of 
the 
reactionary 
forces is inevitable. 
“There the transition to so­ 
cialism will proceed amid condi­ 
tions of an acute 
class revolu­ 
tionary struggle." 


THIS WAS SAID 
before the 
Reds, calling their former boss 
an inept m urderer and m ental 
case, began openly their all-out 
attack to 
destroy 
respect 
for 
Stalin. The violence of it made 
m any W esterners wonder if fun­ 
dam ental changes were taking 
place or lay ahead. 
B ut an obvious explanation for 
the downgrading 
of 
Stalin—so 
obvious it may not be believed— 
followed from Georgi Malenkov, 
S talin’s successor who was down­ 
graded himself to a subordinate 
position: 
t 
"We decided to oppose the cult 
of personality because it leads to 
a person being worshipped and 
eventually endowed w ith super­ 
natural powers. The whole thing 
belittled the work of the Com­ 
m unist party itself." 
President Eisenhower has no 
illusions about the Soviets, as he 
has told his news conferences: 
“There is no discernible basic 
change in the fundam ental p u r­ 
poses of comm unism; world revo­ 
lution and the so-called dictator­ 
ship of the proletariat through 
the Cominform. . . . 
“I believe as of today the lead­ 
ers of communism still believe 
the same things they have be­ 
lieved since the days of Lenin.” 
Eisenhower said Secretary of 
State Dulles agrees 
with 
him. 
But Dulles has been a lot more 
round-about in 
expressing 
his 
views. He has sometimes won­ 
dered out loud what the Russians 
were up to.

Eisenhower Statement Sets Stage 


For U N Prevention Of Israel War 


THE MAIN LINE of American 
policy in the Palestinian disor­ 
ders has been clarified very con­ 
siderably by the statem ent th a t 
the President issued from G eor­ 
gia. 
We shall work prim arily w ith 
and through the United Nations, 
relying in case of big fighting 
in Palestine upon the Security 
Council to determine who is the 
aggressor, and who is the victim 
to be defended. 


THIS IS, I be^eve, a better 
line of policy than the alterna­ 
tive, which would be for London 
and W ashington and Paris to 
make themselves the sole judges 
of aggression and to assume the 
whole responsibility for interven­ 
tion. 
T his alternative line, which 
would make the T ripartite Dec­ 
laration of 1950 rather th an the 
C harter of the U.N. the sovereign 
document, has two very serious 
disadvantages. 
This first disadvantage is th at 
it asserts a W estern jurisdiction 
in the Middle East which is con­ 
trary to the facts of the actual 
situation and also to the spirit 
of the times. The second disad­ 
vantage Is th at an Anglo-Ameri­ 
can attem pt to pacify the Mid­ 
dle East would carry with it the* 
incalculable risk th at the So­ 
viet Union would then have a 
free hand to throw 
its 
weight 
around. 


THE 
GREAT 
advantage 
of 
working through the U N. is th at 
it seeks the collaboration of the 
Soviet Union 
in 
working 
out 
agreem ents to prevent war, and 
it fixes the fact th at the Soviet 
Union has a solemn responsibili­ 
ty for the prevention of war. 
It is the part of wisdom not 
to have the Soviet Union operat­ 
ing, so to speak, from the outside 
and with a free hand, publicly 
accountable to no one. An An­ 
glo-American attem pt to act out­ 
side the U.N. and without consul­ 
tation with the U.N. could go a 
long way to giving 
the 
Soviet 
Union a moral right to exercise 
a free hand of its own. The So­ 
viet Union has entered 
deeply 
into the Middle East and, as she 
is a principal power in the U N., 
she* now holds the keys to war 
and peace. 
T h e threatening Palestinifn 
war is just the kind of war that 
the United Nations is designed 
to prevent. There are no great 
powers 
directly 
involved. 
The 
United Nations recognizes in the 
veto provision the fact th a t If 
the great power» themselve* are 
in direct and vital conflict, th» 
UJN. can do nothing more than 


attem pt to conciliate. But where 
only small powers are involved, 
it is possible to lim it if not pre­ 
vent war, provided the Big Five 
concur. 


A PALESTINIAN war can cer­ 
tainly be limited and probably 
prevented if the Big Five con­ 
cur. The Soviet Union has a l­ 
ready concurred in the decision 
to send Mr. 
Hammarskjöld 
to 
Palestine. The American policy is 
surely right in assuming th a t the 
next step is to seek more of th at 
collaboration on the implemen­ 
tation of Mr. Ham m arskjold’s 
recommendations. 
It is not feasible, it seems to 
me, to take the alternative line, 
which would 
leave 
the 
Soviet 
Union on the outside relieved of 
Responsibility under the Charter. 
A unilateral Anglo-American in­ 
tervention in 
Palestine, 
which 
ignored the power and the re­ 
sponsibilities of the Soviet Union, 
as well as the opinions of the 
»Test of the United Nations would 
be subject to all the risks of So­ 
viet intervention. Palestine is not 
right up against the Soviet fron­ 
tier as Korea and Indo-China 
were up 
against 
the 
Chinese 
frontier. Nevertheless Soviet in­ 
tervention in the Middle East by 
infiltration, by propaganda and 
by arm» running could not be 
prevented. This m ight not lead to 
a world war. But it m ight weil 
lead to a 
long, indecisive 
and 
frustrating guerrilla war. 


THE KEYS TO peace are, I 
say again, in the hands of the 
Soviet Union. 


If Moscow speaks the word in 
Cairo and we speak it in Tel- 
Aviv, there is every 
reason 
to 
think th a t war can be prevented. 
The word th at needs to be spok­ 
en in Cairo is th a t the 
Soviet 
Union is opposed to war as the 
way to settle the Palestinian con­ 
flict. The word th a t needs to be 
spoken in Tel-Aviv is th at Israel, 
while 
defending 
itself against 
these provocative raids, m ust not 
forfeit the support; of the U.N. 
and of Britain and America by 
going on with the policy of big 
retaliatory blows. 


The word should be spoken 
everywhere through diplomatic 
channels and publicly through 
the inform ation services th at 
this Is not only a test of the 
U.N. but its greatest opportuni­ 
ty. For It is committed to pre­ 
venting a war which the U.N. 
can in fact prevent. All th at is 
required is the concurrence of 
the great power*, everyone of 
which has vowed that It is a 
peace-loving state.

ure on the ballot, and as soon a»

turned 
over to Secretary of State F rank 
M. Jordan, the measure will re ­ 
ceive a place on the ballot. 


THE 
SO-CALLED 
conserva­ 
tion measure calls for w hat is 
known as “unit production” of 
oil in fields, between the various 
companies holding leases. It doe» 
not, as some believe, curtail pro­ 
duction, so its sponsors claim. 
Many attem pts have been mad* 
in the past to secure an oil con­ 
servation measure from the stat* 
Legislature, but this is the first 
instance th at 
the 
public 
has 
been asked to vote upon such a 
bill. The Legislature on several 
occasions has turned down th* 
proposition. 
Principal sponsor of the bill is 
the Richfield Oil Co., and this 
concern is joined by Standard, 
Associated „ Shell, General Petro­ 
leum, Texas, Continental, Ohio, 
and some independent producers.

Insurance Companies Fail 
To Meet Public Obligation 


Insurance companies already had been of­ 
fering "deductible” medical and hospital 
insurance for "catastrophic” diseases and ac­ 
cidents of the type we cited a need for in this 
space one day last week. 
AFTER our editorial, we were deluged 
by on-rushing insurance salesmen. Some 
barged right into our office (interrupting our 
editorial concentration) without so much as 


a "by your leave.*’ 
Others telephoned us 
early and late, including calls that inter­ 
rupted our dinner at night at home. 


There was one exception—-God bless him— 
who just sent us a note offering to supply a 
rate quotation. 
Nearly all the rest got around to the words, 
"I think I have the coverage you are looking 
for.” 
We got out our editorial and re-read it. 
just as we remembered; we did NOT say 
we were looking for any insurance to buy. 


Out of it all emerged one distressing 
conclusmn: 


The insurance companies and their 
agents hax e failed grievously in one obli­ 
gation to the public they profess to 
serve. 
They have pretty thoroughly 
failed to let the public know what senv 


ice they are prepar ed to render. 


"But this kind of insurance is brand new. 
It hasn't been over six months since it was 
first introduced,” protested one salesman. 
Phooey, said we, you can say (the same 
about 1956 model automobiles produced by 
an industry that doesn't ordinarily claim any 
particular professional obligation toward the 
general public. Those 1956 model automo­ 
biles are brand new’. 
It hasn’t been over 
six months since they were introduced. But 
the auto industry has not kept it a secret 
that new and improved models were intro­ 
duced. 


As a matter of fact, the California 
Medical Association did a very credit­ 
able job of letting the public know 
when California Physicians Service hos­ 
pital and medical insurance was first 
introduced about a decade ago. 


What does all this add up to? 
As we see it, just this: 
The 
insurance 
companies 
and 
their 
agents ought to "get next to themselves” and 
take the necessary steps toward fulfillment 
of their obligation to let the public know 
how they are prepared to meet the public’s 
needs. 


Professionalism By Association 


The Amateur Athletic Union needs a 
thorough going overhaul of its silly rules. 
Nothing has brought this out more clear­ 
ly than the recent barring of several college 
basketball players from the East-West All- 
Star game in New York because they had 
openly expressed their intentions of becom­ 
ing professionals.

Modern Boxers, Ring Vet Believes 


NEW YORK UP)—“I don’t live 
in the' past—I guard against it," 
.sa.id Thomas Lough ran 
"I know too many guy* who 
got to living in the past, and 
ruined their live* by doing It, I 
never kept a scrapbook 
Loughran, a handsome, middle- 
aged Wall Street sugar broker, 
does have quite a past to recall, 
however, and. he prefers the 
sweet memories. 


AT THE AGE of 17, Tommy, 
one of seven children of a Phil- 
adeplphia motorman, laced on a 
pair of boxing gloves in earnest. 
In the next 18 years he fought 
his own estímate of 227 bouts and. 
earned “well-more than a mil­ 
lion dollars.” 
He fought In three classes, mid­ 
dleweight to heavyweight, won 
and resigned undefated the light 
heavyweight title. 
He fought 23 men who were, 
became or had 'been world cham­ 
pions. The ring records, show he 
was shaded 23 times, knocked 
out only twice. 


HE WAS FOR years the In­ 
comparable "Philadelphia Adon­ 
is," one of the true 'boxers of his­ 
tory, famous for his left Jab. 
Tommy began as a pretty good 
right-handed slugger and had an 


earfy string of knockouts. 
Then some thing happened to 
hk right hand... 
“They say I broke it, but I 
really didn’t," he recalled. "’The 
covering of the knucklee Just got 
eo inflamed th at when I hit 
some one I could hardly keep 
from screaming. 
“I went to work building up 
the muscles, of my left. Took a 
year. I worked until I could hold 
a 10-ounce dumbbell in my left 
at arm ’s length for half an hour 
—yes, only 10 ounces, but try it 
sometime—then go on and Jab 
the bag a thousand times." 


TOMMY, who a t 53 keeps his 
weight to a trim 193 pounds by 
working out five times a week 
and eating only two meals a day, 
looked down a t the two shirred 
eggs on h k luncheon plate and 
said: 
“Any fighter could, do what I. 
did. But they don’t 'train, as they 
did in the old days. Life has be­ 
sóme too comfortable. W hat has 
ruined more fighters than any­ 
thing? It's the pruprose p a th - 
taking the easy way."

“By then he’ll 'be boxing 
about as well as he’s able to." 
Loughran, who says he always 
gets more personal pleasure out 
of “frustrating an opponent”than 
belting him, divides the field into 
fighters,, boxers

boxer*. 


HE RATES Jack Dempsey as 
the greatest fighter in h k life­ 
time (he never fought him), Mike 
Gibbons as the greatest boxer,

“But Rocky Marciano k the 
only fighter I ever saw who could 
take you out with one punch 
from either hand,’* 
he added.

I t’s a way 
of saying: are they reforming? 


Yet Nikita Khrushchev, the 
Communist, party boss. In his 
speech, to 
the 
'party’s 
28th 
Congress In February 'made it 
plain 
the 
basic 
Communist 
doctrine hasn’t changed: they 
intend to take over the world, 


Khrushchev’s expressed inten­ 
tions may have been overlooked 
in the bewilderment over the 
treatm ent now given Stalin or 
lAcauae he surrounded his state­ 
m ent of doctrine w ith thousands 
of words about peace, trade, and 
disarmament. 


WHAT HE, SAID k no sur­ 
prise in the hydrogen age «hen 
a war might wipe out both the 
United States and Russia. He 
said, in effect, there are lots of 
ways to skin a cat and making 
war doesn’t have to be one of 
them. 
He didn’t change doctrine, just 
tactics 
and 
policies. 
He said 
Communists everywhere should 
try to take over where they can 
by legal means: by getting into 
national legislatures or parlia­ 
ments. 
B ut in countries which»' can’t 
be taken th at way, h e said, revo­ 
lution 
may 
be 
necessary. 
In 
showing he has not abandoned 
the idea of conquest by violence, 
when peaceful m eans can’t be 
used, he said: 
"The winning of a stable par­ 
liamentary m ajority . . . would 
bring a b o u t. . . conditions insur­ 
ing the im plem entation of funda­ 
m ental social transformations. 
**. . . In countries where capi­ 
talism k still strong and where 
it controls an, enormous military

"There the transition to so­ 
cialism will proceed amid condi­ 
tions of an acute 
class revolu­ 
tionary struggle.”

The violence of It made 
many W esterners wonder' if fun­ 
da m ental changes were taking 
place or lay ahead.

Stalin’s successor who was down­ 
graded himself to a subordinate 
position:

The whole thing 
belittled the work of the Com­ 
munist party itself.” 
President Eisenhower has no 
illusions about the Soviets, as hs 
has told his news conferences: 
“There is no discernible basic 
change to. the fundam ental pur­ 
poses of communlftn.;;: world revo­ 
lution .and the so-called dictator­ 
ship of the proletariat through 
the Cominform. . . . 
“I believe as of today the lead­ 
ers of communism still believe 
the same things they have be­ 
lieved, since the days of Lento." 
Eisenhower said Secretary of 
State Dulles agrees 
with 
him. 
But Dulles has been a lot more

THE MAIN LINE of American 
policy in the Palestinian disor­ 
ders has been clarified very con­ 
siderably by the statem ent th a t 
the President issued from Oeor- 
gia. 
We shall work primarily with 
and through the United Nations, 
relying to case of big fighting 
to Palestine upon the .Security 
Council to determine who la the 
aggressor, and who is the victim 
to be defended. 


THIS IS, I be^eve, a better 
line of policy than the alterna­ 
tive, which would be for London 
and W ashington and Paris to 
make themselves the sole judges, 
of aggression and to assume the 
whole responsibility for interven­ 
tion. 
This alternative line, which 
would make the Tripartite Dec­ 
laration of 1950 rather than, the 
Charter of the U Jf. the sovereign 
document, has two very ¡serious, 
disadvantages. 
This first disadvantage k th at 
it asserts a Western jurisdiction 
in the Middle East which k con­ 
trary to the facte of the actual 
situation and also to' the spirit 
of the times. 'The second disad­ 
vantage is th a t an Anglo-Ameri­ 
can attem pt to pacify the Mid­ 
dle East would carry with it th e ” 
incalculable risk that the So­ 
viet Union would then have a 
free hand to throw Its weight 
around,» 


THE 
GREAT 
advantage 
of 
working through the U N. k th a t 
it seeks the collaboration of the 
Soviet Union 
in 
working 
out 
agreements to 'prevent war, and 
it fixes the fact that the Soviet 
Union has a solemn responsibili­ 
ty for the prevention of war. 
It k the part of wisdom not 
to have the Soviet Union operat­ 
ing, so to speak, from the outside 
and with a free hand, publicly 
accountable to' no one. An An­ 
glo-American attempt to act out­ 
side the U N. and without consul­ 
tation with the U.N. could go a 
long way to giving 
the 
Soviet 
Union a moral right to exercise 
a free hand of its own. The So­ 
viet Union has enterad deeply 
Into the Middle Ernst and., as she 
is a principal power to the U N , 
she- now holds the keys to war 
and peace. 
T h e threatening Palestinign 
war k Just the kind of war th at 
the United Nations is designed 
to prevent. There are no great 
powers 
directly 
involved. 
The 
United Nations recognizes to the 
veto provision the fact th at If 
the great powers themselves are 
to direct and vital conflict, the 
UJf, m u do nothing more than 


attem pt to conciliate. But where 
only small powers are involved, 
It Is possible to lim it if not pre­ 
vent war, provided the Big Five 
concur, 


A PALESTINIAN war can cer­ 
tainly be limited and probably 
prevented if the Big Five con­ 
cur. The Soviet Union has al­ 
ready concurred to the decision 
to send Mr. 
HamxnuskJold to 
Palestine. The American policy is 
surely right to assuming that the 
next step k to seek more of that 
collaboration on the implemen­ 
tation of Mr 
Hammarakjold’s 
recommendations,. 
It is not feasible, It seems to 
me, to take the alternative line, 
which would 
leave 
the 
Soviet 
Union on the outside relieved of 
Responsibility under the Charter. 
A unilateral Anglo-American in­ 
tervention in 
Palestine, 
which 
Ignored the power and 'the re­ 
sponsibilities of the Soviet Union, 
as well as the opinions of the 
Test of the United Nations would 
be subject to all the risks of So­ 
viet Intervention. Palestine is not 
right up against the Soviet fron­ 
tier as Korea and Indo-China 
were up 
against 
the 
Chinese 
frontier. Nevertheless Soviet in­ 
tervention in the Middle East by 
Infiltration, by propaganda and 
by arms running could not be 
prevented. This m ight not lead to 
a world war. B ut It might well 
lead to a long, 
Indecisive and 
frustrating guerrilla war. 


THE KEYS TO peace are, I 
say again, in the hands of the 
Soviet Union. 


If Moscow speaks, the word to, 
Cairo and we speak It to Tel- 
Avlv, there is every 
reason 
to 
think that war can be prevented. 
The word th at needs to be spok­ 
en to Cairo k th a t the Soviet 
Union is opposed to war as the 
way to settle' the Palestinian con­ 
flict, The word th a t needs, to' be: 
spoken in Tel-Aviv Is that Israel, 
while defending 
itself against 
these provocative raids, must not 
forfeit the support of the U.N. 
and of Britain and America by 
going on. with the policy of big 
retaliatory blows,.. 


The word should be spoken 
everywhere through diplomatic 
channels and publicly through 
the information services that 
this Is not only a test of the 
Il.N. but its greatest opportuni­ 
ty. For It 'Is committed to pre­ 
venting a war which the UN. 
can In fact prevent. All that la 
required is the concurrence of 
the great powers, everyone of 
which has vowed that it k a 
peace-loving «tete.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Al­ 
ready, the 'drums have started 
beating on behalf of the pro­ 
posed Oil and Gas Conservation 
Act, which will be voted upon 
next November as the result of 
an Initiative petition on the bal- 
Jpt. 
Sponsors of the measure havs 
filed approximately 450','000 sig­ 
natures to 41 
counties 
of 
th* 
state, substantially more than th* 
322,429 necessary to put a meas­ 
ure on the ballot, and as soon as 
these are 
verified and 
turned 
over to Secretary of State Frank 
M, Jordan, the measure will re ­ 
ceive a place on the ballot. 


THE 
SO-CALLED 
conserva­ 
tion measure calls for w hat is 
known as “unit production” of 
oil in fields, between the various 
companies holding lease*. It doe* 
not, as some 'believe, curtail, pro­ 
duction, so its sponsors claim. 
Many attem pts have been mad* 
in the past to secure an oil con­ 
servation measure from the stat* 
Legislature, but this, is the first 
instance th a t 
the 
public 
ha* 
been asked to vote upon such a 
bill. The Legislature on several 
occasions has turned down th* 
proposition. 
Principal sponsor of the bill k 
the Richfield Gil Co., and this 
concern .is joined by Standard,, 
Associated «Shell, General Petro­ 
leum, Texas, Continental, Ohio,, 
and some independent producers. 
Opposing the measure are th* 
Union Oil Co. and Superior OIL 


THE SPONSORS OF the meas­ 
ure claim, th a t the state' has *

unit production method, whereby 
pressure can be assured to all

production of oil. In all known 
fields in California, it is stated, 
there is some $12 billion worth 
of oil still in the ground.

made in the campaign to vot* 
the bill into state law, it is .indi­ 
cated the sponsors will approach 
the problem on the grounds th at 
they are performing a great pub­ 
lic service for the people of th* 
state, while those who oppose th* 
measure are against conservation, 
and are the “de,spoilers'’' of th* 
state's natural resources.

Slow Driving Hinted 


Prime Crash Cause 


LOS ANGELES (U.R) — A UCLA 
study shows slow drivers may be 
responsible for more traffic acci­ 
dents than the fast drivers. 
The suggestion came from a 
study fy Dr. Roger Stewart of the 
University’s Institute of Trans­ 
portation and Traffic Engineer­ 
ing, who submitted questionnaires 
to 130 experienced drivers. 
Answers to the questionnaires 
reveaeld that 30 per cent of the 
slow drivers, 10 per cent of the 
medium drivers and 23 per cent 
of the fast drivers had been in­ 
volved in one or more accidents. 
A total of 28 of the 130 questioned 
had been In accidents.

Buc Hurlers Impress DeMaestri, Pal, 
Eavesdropping K.C. Reporter Learns 


(Editor’s Note': The following 
is reprinted from the April II 
edition of the Kansas City Star 
for the benefit of Marin fans 
interested.

'TULSA, April 11—Gus Zernial

The remark was made that the 
game might move along fairly fast 
since ft seemed unlikely that either 
the Athletics or the Pirates would 
be to a lagging mood on such a 
cold day.

Good Kindergartens Teach Game Skills, 
Social Skills And To Take Directions

"Neither my husband nor I went 
to kindergarten,” writes a young 
mother. “We did well in school 
without it. We have twin boys. 
They will be of kindergarten age 
next year. Should we enroll them? 
Or should we let them skip it?” 
My answer is that you should 
enroll them. Many of us grew up 
successfully without kindergarten. 
That is true. But most of us would 
have done even better if we’d had 
it. Life would have been better 
for us during all the elementary 
school years. 
Good kindergartens are import­ 
ant three ways: 
(1) They teach many needed 
physical skills. Game skills like 
swinging and climbing. Craft skills 
like hammering, sawing, painting. 
Muscles develop, and coordination 
is improved. 
(2) They 
teach 
many 
social 
skills. Your normal five-year-old 
boys are rugged, selfish little cus­ 
tomers. They want to be first in 
line. They hate to share their 
possessions. They refuse to be 
patient. They compete with every 
other child. In kindergarten they 
learn to be one of the group. They 
share. They wait their turns.. TTiey 
play with others. They learn to 
respect the rights of their class­ 
mates. 
(3) They teach youngsters to 
take directions. Do your five-year- 
olds 
obey 
you 
automatically? 
Probably not. Do they still argue 
when you tell them to do some­ 
thing? In kindergarten they learn 
every child is expected to obey. 
They watch others being obedient. 
They may struggle over it. But 
in the end they conform too. When 


the teacher gi$es them orders they 
accept them. That’s an important 
lesson. 
Psychologists have traced chil­ 
dren who have gone to good kin­ 
dergartens. They’ve done it many 
times, with many kids, over many 
years. Always they find school is 
easier and better for the ex- 
kindergartners. The benefits are 
apparent up to the seventh and 
eighth grades. 
Send your children to kindergar­ 
ten.

Kindergarten
